A pall of black smoke swept across Altona when 
fire enveloped a 50 foot furnace at Union Carbide’s 
plant in Maidstone Street, Altona West, about 10 am.

Mr. P. C. Perry, works mana- 
ger at the Maidstone Street 
Polyethylene plant, has made 
additional comments to the 
“Star” following statements 

’ given te reporters from the 
metropolitan Press and radio. 





Safety considerations played a 
very important part in the de- 
sign of the plant which was 
based on many years of experi- 
ence in affiliated plants overseas. 


As flammable gases and liquids 
are handled in the plant, each 
section where a fire could occur 
is well separated from the next 
area, This precaution has been 
taken in spite of higher construc- 
tion and operating costs as 
safety first has a very real mean- 
ing in this plant. 


This precaution certainly paid 
off in Monday's fire. The seat 
of the fire was an oil-fired fur- 
nace, through which flammable 
liquid was circulated in tubes. 
Although the investigations as to 
the cause of the fire are not fully 
completed, it seems certain that 
one of the tubes developed a

WIND BEACH DAY}: 


A gusty north wind on Sunday, 
a little before noon, brought a 
near tragedy at Fleming’s Poo} 
at Seaholme when four children 
on two floats were washed out 
to sea. Two small giris were 
on one float and two smali boys 
on another. 


The alarm was raised by Mr. 
Harry Weaver, who was yarning 
on the beach with Robert 
Waters. Mr. Sid Hyde, who lives 
opposite Fleming's Pool, was 
first on the scene and swam into 
deep water and towed the girls 
and their raft to safety whilst 
Robert Waters raced to his home 
a few blocks away and returned 
with a surf board and then 
paddled out to the boys. 


He estimates they were in 15 
feet of water and the paddle to 
the boys was assisted by the 


but it took quite a while to turn 
the boys’ raft around. The small 
boys hung onto Robert’s foot and 
he then paddled back towards 
the shore. 


Meantime, Mr. Weaver had in- 
structed a taxi to report to the 
life savers and three life savers 
arrived on the scene and swam 
out towards the children. 

Mr. Vanvieit and friends were 
driving past with a boat on the 
roof of their truck. They very 
quickly launched the boat and 
he and his friends, together with 
the life savers, arrived to assist 
in the rescue When the boys 
were half way back to shore. 


Mr. Hyde and Robert Waters 
were quite exhausted after their 
efforts and quickly returned to 
their homes to recuperate. 


It is emphasised by the presi- 
dent of the Altona Life Saving 
Club that the incident occurred 
at Seaholme and not in the area 
patrolled by the life savers near 
the clubhouse.

“As a committee, we feel that 
we have achieved some small 
co-ordination of youth work 
throughout the shire. We trust 
that community interest will in- 
crease and we will thus be able 
to tap further resources within 
Altona. 


ACHIEVEMENTS 


. *An average of six organisa- 
tions have attended each meet- 
ing. Unfortunately, these were 
largely the same at each meet- 
ing. It is therefore proposed to 
hold the first meeting in 1967 in 
March so that all organisations 
may be well notified in Febru- 
ary. It is also proposed to 
change the meeting night to the 
first Thursday. 


“Some success has been 
achieved in the field of co-ordi- 
nating the activities of various 
bodies in Altona. Through the 
Youth Club,. information was 
gained from specialists in the 
youth work field? The Altona 
Film Society helped in present- 
ing two films on “Understanding 
Young People.” Members of the 
Altona Apex Club helped in edit- 
ing the brochure referred to 
later. The Music Society has in- 
dicated as mentioned Jater, it is 
very willing to help in provid- 
ing youth activities. 


“Two meeting nights were set 
apart for helping the community 
understand the problems of 
young people. The first, a talk/ 
discussion with Mrs. Benn, now 
of Social Studies Department of 
Melbourne University, was ex- 
tremely thought-provoking.

A similar committee 
has since been set up in Mt. 
Waverley. Here I believe the 
emphasis is on advisory work 
as they have a rather well quali- 
fied group to act in this capa- 
city.

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Have you ever thought of cultivating 
a herb garden? You will find there are no 


real problems. 


They are not grown very extensively in this area 


as other places, and only 


a few are utilised to any 


great extent. These are mint, chives, sage, thyme 


and parsley. 


Sage and tyme are best grown 
from seed or cuttings. Mint 
from its trailing root stems. 
Parsley from seed or plants, and 
chives from seed or deviding of 
bulbs. 


Herbs usually give best re- 
sults when planted in a good rich 
pliable soil, and to develop the 
most oil, require plenty of sun- 
light. 

Do not have your ground too 
rich, as in very rich soil the 
percentage of oi! will be small 
in proportion to the excessive 
leaf growth you will get. Good 
drainage is most essential, ex- 
cept for mint which prefers a

weeks and you will have good 
results in your crop of fruit, 
with tomatoes, as with most 
vegetables it is advisable to 
water around the roots of your 
plants in the hot weather so as 
not to mark the fruit.
